l,|K, Great Britain undertook to make laws for 
the government of that portion composed of the thir- 
teen American Colonies. A struggle for the right of 
’ i(-government ensued, which resulted on the 4th of | 
Jnlv 1776. in a Declaration by the Colonies “that 
they are, and of right ought to be, free and independ¬ 
ent States, and that as free and independent States 
they have full power to levy war, conclude peace.] 
contract alliances, establish commerce, and to do all 
other acts and things which independent States may 

°*T1wv further solemnly declared that whenever any 
-form’of government becomes destructive of the ends 
for which it was established, it is the right of the 
people to alter or abolish it, and to institute a new 
government." Deeming the government of Great 
Britain to have become destructive of these ends, 
they declared that the Colonies “ arc absolved from 
all allegiance to the British Crown, and that all 
no I i t ica f connection between them and the Slates of 
Great Britain is, nnd ought to he, totally dissolved. 1 
In pursuance of this Declaration of Independence, 
each of the. thirteen States proceeded to exercise its 
separate sovereignty ; adopted for itself a Constitution 
and appointed officers for the administration of gov¬ 
ernment in all its departments—legislative, executive, 


laws which render | 
operative the remedies provided by her own law 
id by the laws of Congress. In the State of New 
York even, the right of transit for a slave has been 
denied by her tribunals, and the States of Ohio and 
Iowa have refused to surrender to justice fugitives 
iharged with murder and-withinciting servile insurrec- 
: ->n in the State of Virginia. Thus the constitutional 
mpact has been;- deliberately broken and disre¬ 
garded by the non-slaveholdin» States, and the conse¬ 
quence follows that South Carolina is released from its 
obligations. 

The ends for which this Constitution was framed 
are declared by itself to be “ to form a more perfect 
Union, establish justice, insure domestic tranquillity, 
provide for the common defence, protect the general 
welfare, and secure the blessings of liberty to our¬ 
selves and our posterity." 

These ends it endeavored to accomplish by a Fede¬ 
ral government, in which each State was recognized 
as an equal, and bad separate control over its own 
institutions. The right of property in slaves was 
recognized, by giving to free persons distinct political 
rights; by giving them the right to represent, and 
burdening them with direct taxes for three-fifths of 
their slaves; by authorizing the importation of slaves 
for twenty yearn, and by stipulating for the rendition 
of fugitives from labor.' 

We affirm that those ends for which this govern¬ 
ment was instituted have been defeated, and the gov-1 
eminent itself has been made destructive of them by 
the action of the non-slaveholding States. Those 
States have assumed the right of deciding upon the 
propriety of our domestic institutions, and have denied 
the rights of property established in fifteen of the 
States, and recognized' by the Constitution; they have 
denounced as sinfnl the institution of slavery-; they 
ermitted the open establishment among them of 
;s, whose avowed object is to disturb the peace, 

_endanger the property of tbe citizens of other 

States. They have encouraged and assisted thousands 
of our slaves to leave their homes, and those who 
remain have been incited by emissaries, books, and 
pictures, to servile insurrection. 

For seventy-five years this agitation has been stead¬ 
ily increasing, until it has now secured to its aid the 
power of the common government. Observing tbe 
forms of the Constitution, a sectional party has found 
within that article establishing the Executive Depart¬ 
ment the means of subverting the Constitution itself. 
A geographical line has been drawn across the Union, 
and all tbe States north of that line have united in the 
election of a man to the high office of President of the 
United States, whose opinions and purposes are hostile 
' slavery. He is to he entrusted with the admmistra- 

m of the common government, because be Jias 
declared that that “ government cannot endure perma¬ 
nently half slave, half free,” and that the public mind 
must'rest in the -belief that slavery is in the course of 
ultimate extinction.

entered into a league known as the Articles of Confed¬ 
eration, whereby they agreed to entrust the administra¬ 
tion of their external relations to a common agent, 
known as the Congress of the I’nited States, expressly 
declaring, in the first article, “ that each State retains 
its sovereignty, freedom, and independence, and 

every power, jurisdiction, and right which is not, by 
this confederation, expressly delegated to the United 
States in Congress assembled." . 

Under this confederation the war of the Revolution 
was carried on, and on the 3d of September, 1783, the 
contest ended, and a definite treaty was signed by 
Great Britain, in which she acknowledged the inde¬ 
pendence of the Colonies in the following terms: 

Article l.-Hl* Britannic Majesty acknowledges tbe said 
United States, viz.: New Hampshire, Massachusetts Bay, 
Rhode Island and Providence Plantations, Connect cut. New 
York,-New Jersey . yl-W*. lielHW.ire.Marj laud Vir¬ 

ginia, North Carolina. South Carolina, and Georgia, to be 
free, sovereign, and Independent States; that he treats with 
ill m!i as Mii-ti ■ and for himself, his heirs and successors, 
reUnoulshc* all claim* to the government, propriety, and 
territorial rights of the same ami every part thereof. 

Thus was established the two great principles 
asserted by the colonies, namely, the right of a State 
to govern itself, anil the right of a people to abolish 
a government when it becomes destructive of the 
ends for which it was instituted. And concurrent 
with the establishment of these principles was die , 
fact that each colony became and was recognized by 
the mother country as a free, sovereign, and inde¬ 
pendent State. ■ _ 

In 1787, deputies were appointed by the Mates to 
revise the Articles of Confederation, and on 17th Sep¬ 
tember 1787, these deputies recommended for the 


law of foe land, are incapable of becoming citizens, 
and their votes have been used to inaugurate a new 
policy hostile to the South, and destructive of its peace 
and safety. 

On the 4th of March next this party will take pos¬ 
session of the government. It has announced that the 
South shall be excluded from the common territory ; 
that the judicial tribunals shall be made sectional, and 
that a war must be waged against slavery until it 
shall cease throughout the United States. 

The guaranties of the Constitution will then no 
longer exist; the equal rights of the States will he 
lost. The slaveholding States will no longer have the 
power of self-government or self-protection, and the 
Federal government will have become their encmie“ 

Sectional interest and animosity will deepen the ii 
tation, and all hope of remedy is rendered vain by 


adoption of the States the articles of union known s 
the Constitution of the United States. 

The parties to whom this Constitution was submit¬ 
ted were the several sovereign States. They were to 
agree or disagree ; and when nine of them agreed, 
the compact was to take effect among those concur¬ 
ring. and the general government, as the common 
agent was then to be invested with their authority. 

If only nine of the thirteen States had concurred, 
the other four would have remained as they then 
were—separate, sovereign States, independent ot 
any of the provisions of the Constitution. In fact, 
two of the States did not accede to the Constitution 
until long after it had gone into operation among the 
other eleven, and during that interval they exercised I town 

the functions of an independent nation. _ , 

By this Constitution, certain duties were charged 
on the several States, and the exercise of certain ot 
their powers restrained, which necessarily implied 
tlufir continued existence as sovereign states. " u ^». ~ 
remove all doubt, an amendment was added, which 
declared that the powers not delegated to the Lmted 
States by the Constitution, nor prohibited by it to tbe 
States, are reserved to the States respectively, or t 
the people. On 23d May, 1788, South Carolina, by 
Convention of her people, passed an Ordinance assent- 
ing to this Constitution, and afterward altered her own 
Constitution, to conform herself to the obligations she 
had undertaken. . 

Thus was established, by compact between the 
States, a government, with defined objects and pow¬ 
ers, limited to the express words of the grant, and to 
so much more only as was necessary to execute t 
power “ranted. This limi tation left the whole remain¬ 
ing mins nfnm.omnhiwt to the clause reserving it to 


great political error with the sanctions of 
erroneous religious belief. 

We, therefore, the people of South Carolina, by our 
delegates in Convention assembled, appealing to 
Supreme Judge of the world for the rectitude of 
intentions, have solemnly declared that tlie union 
heretofore existing between this State and the other 
States of North America is dissolved, and that the 
State of South Carolina has resumed her position 
among tbe tuitions of the world, as a free, sovereign, 
and independent State, with full power to levy war, 
conclude peace, contract alliances, .establish com¬ 
merce, and to do all other acts and things which inde¬ 
pendent States may of right do. 

And, for the support of this declaration, with a firm 
reliance on the protection of Divine Providence, we 
mutually pledge to each other our lives, our fortunes, 
cred honor. 


___follv. Time and the progress of things have 

totallv altered the relations between the Northern] 
and Southern States since tbe Union was first estab¬ 
lished. That identity of feeling, interests and institu-1 
tions which once existed, is gone. They are now 
divided between agricultural and manufacturing and 
commercial States—between slaveholding and non- 
slaveholding States. Their institutions and industrial 
pursuits have made them totally different peoples ,; 
That equality in the government between the t«rC 
sections of the Union, which once existed, no longer j 
imitate the policy of our fathers in 
dissolving a Cnion with non-slaveholding confederates, 
and seeking a confederation with slaveholding States. 

Experience has proved that slaveholding States 
cannot be safe in subjection to non-slavehohlil»g 
States. Indeed, no people ever expect to preserve 
their rights and liberties unless they are in their own 
custody. To plunder and oppress, where plunder 
and oppression can be practised with impunity, seems 
to be the natural order of things. Tlie fairest por¬ 
tions of the world have been turned into wildernesses. 

the most civilized and prosperous communities 
have been impoverished and mined by anti-slaverv 
fanaticism. Tbe people of the North have not left us 
doubt as to their designs and policy. United as a 
section in tbe late Presidential election, they have 
elected as the exponent of their policy one who has 
openly declared that all the States of the United 
States must be made free States or slaTC States. It 
is true that among those who aided in this election, 
there are various shades of anti-slavery hostility. 
But if African slavery in the Southern States be the 
evil their political combinations affirm it to be, the 
requisitions of an inexorable logic must lead them 
emancipation. If it is right to preclude or abolish 
slaverv in a Territory, why should it be allowed 
remain in the States? The one is not at all more 
unconstitutional than the other, according to the 
decisions of the Supreme Court of the United States. 
And when it is considered that the Northern States 
will soon have the power to make that Court what 
they please, and that the Constitution never has been 
any barrier whatever to their exercise of power, what 
check can there be in the unrestrained counsels of 
the North to emancipation? There is sympathy in 
association, which carries men along without prin¬ 
ciple ; hut when there is principle, and that principle 
is fortified by long existing prejudices and feelings, 
association i’s omnipotent in party influences. In 
spite of all disclaimers and professions, there 
but one end to the submission by the South 
rule of a sectional anti-slavery government at Wash¬ 
ington ; and that end, directly or indirectly, me-* 
the emancipation of tlie slaves of tlie South, 
hypocrisy of thirty years—the faithlessness of tbeir 
whole course from the commencement of our union 
with them—show that the people of the non-slave- 
holding North are not and cannot he safe associates 
of the slaveholding South under a common govern- J 
ment.

The Constitution of the United States was an 
experiment. The experiment consisted in uniting 
under one government different peoples, living in 
different climates, and having different pursuits ot 
industry and institutions. It matters not bow care¬ 
fully the limitations of such a government

depend upou the good tiiith of the parties t 
slitutional compact in enforcing them. It 
the power of human language to exclude false infer¬ 
ences, constructions and perversions, in any constitu¬ 
tion ; aud, when vast sectional interests are to be 
subserved, involving the appropriation of countless 
millions of money, it has not been the usual experi¬ 
ence of mankind that words on parchment can airest 
power. The Constitution of the United States, ire— 
spective of the interposition of the States, rested 
the assumption that power would yield to faith—that 
integrity would be stronger than interest, and that 
thus the limitations of the Constitution would be 
observed. ' The experiment has been fairly made. 
The Southern States, from the commencement of the 
government, have striven to keep it within the orbit 
prescribed by the Constitution. The experiment lias 
foiled. The whole Constitution, by the constructions 


... B ,^s of power subject to the clause reserving 
the States or to the people, and rendered unnecessary 
any specification of reserved rights. 

AVe hold that the government thus established 
subject to the two great principles asserted.m the 
Declaration of Independence, aud we hold further that 
the mode of its formation subjects it to a third funda¬ 
mental principle—namely, the law ol compact, 
maintain that in every compact between two or more 
parties the obligation is mutual—that the fedure ol | 
one of the contracting parties to perform a material 
part of the agreement entirely releases the_ obligations 
of the other, and that, where no arbiter is provided, 
each party is remitted to his own judgment to deter¬ 
mine the foot of failure with all its consequences. 

In the presen* case that fact is established with cer¬ 
tainty \Ve assert that fifteen ot the states have 
deliberately refused for years past to fulfil fomr con¬ 
stitutional’obligations, and we refer to their own 

statutes for the proof.

to raise up against it opposition 
all such matters the general government must neces¬ 
sarily be a despotism, because all sectional or local 
interests must ever be represented by a minority in 
the councils of the general government—having no 
power to protect itself against the rule of the major¬ 
ity-. The majority, constituted from those who do ‘ 
represent these sectional or local interests, will c 
trol and govern them. A free people cannot submit 
to such a government; and the more it enlarges the 
sphere of its power, the greater must be the dissatis¬ 
faction it must produce, and the weaker it must 
become- On the contrary, the more it abstains from 
usurped powers, and the more faithfully it adheres 
the limitations of the Constitution, the stronger it 
made. The Northern people have had neither the 
wisdom nor the faith to perceive that to observe the 
limitations of the Constitution was the only way to it 

^Under^uch a government there must, of course, be 
many and endless " irrepressible conflicts,” between 
the two great sections of the Union. The same faith¬ 
lessness which has abolished the Constitution of the 
United States will not fail to carry out the sectional 
purposes for which it has been abolished. There

Constitutions, therefore, 
according to their theory", must he most unrighteoi 
inventions, restricting liberty. None ought to exist, 
but the body politic ought simply to have a political 
organization, to bring out and enforce the will of a 
majority. This theory may he harmless in a small 
community, having an identity of interests and pur¬ 
suits, but over a vast State—still more, over a vast 
Confederacy, having various and conflicting interests 
and pursuits—it is a remorseless despotism. In resist¬ 
ing it, as applicable to ourselves, wc are vindicating 
the great cause of free government, more important, 
perhaps, to the world than the existence of the United 
States. Nor, in resisting it, do we intend to depart 
from tlie safe instrumentality the system of govem- 
- lent we have established with them requires. In 
: para ting from them we invade no rights, no inte¬ 
rests of theirs. AVe violate no obligation of duty to 
them. As separate, independent States in Conven¬ 
tion. we made the Constitution of the United States 
with them : and as separate, independent States,each 
State acting for itself, we adopted it. South Caro¬ 
lina, acting in her sovereign capacity, now thinks 
proper to secede from the I nion. She did not part 
with her sovereignty in adopting the Constitution. 
The last thing a State can be presumed to have sur¬ 
rendered is her sovereignty. Her sovereignty is her 
Nothing but a dear, express grant can I 

... Inference should be dumb. Yet it is nc- 

surprising that those who have construed away all 
tbe limitations of the Constitution should also, by 
construction, claim the annihilation of the sovereignty 
of the Slates. Having abolished all barrier* to their 
oinnipotencc by their faithless constructions in the 
operations of the general government, it is most natu¬ 
ral that they should endeavor to do the same toward 
us in the States. The truth is, they having violated 
the express provisions of the Constitution, it is at an 
end as a compact- It is morally obligatory’ only on 
those who choose to accept its perverted terms. South 
Carolina, deeming the compact not only violated in 
particular features, but virtually abolished by her 
Northern confederates, withdraws herself as a party 
from its obligations. The right to do so is denied by 
her Northern confederates- They desire to establish 
a despotism, not only omnipotent in Congress, but 
omnipotent over the S’tates; and as if to manifest the 
imperious necessity of our secession, they threaten 
with the sword, to coerce submission to their rule. 

Citizens of the slaveholding States of the United 
States, circumstances beyond our control have placed 
us in die van of the great controversy between foe j 
Northern and Southern States. AVe would h*fe pre¬ 
ferred that other States should have assumed the 
position we now occupy. Independent ourselves, we 
disclaim any design or desire to lead foe councils of | 
foe other Southern States. Providence has cast our 
lot together by extending over us an identity of pur-

part. And all that is great and noble in the past, all 
the patriots and martyrs that have suffered in man’s 
behalf, all the sacred instincts and hopes of the human 
soul are on our side, and the welfare of untold gene¬ 
rations of men. Oh, if God, in his infinite bounty, 
grants us the grace to appreciate the transcendent 
worth of foe cause which is now at stake, there is no 
trouble that can befall us, no, not the loss of property, 
of idolized parents or children, or life itself that we 
shall not count a blessed privilege. To serve this 
dear cause of Peace, and Liberty, and Love, we have 
no need to grasp the sword or any instrument of vio¬ 
lence and death. Bnt we must he ready without 
flinching to confront the utmost that men can do, and, 
amidst all the uproar and violence of human passions, 
still calmly to assert and to exercise our sacred anil 
inalienable liberties, let who will frown and forbid, 
assured that no just and law-of-God-abiding people 
will ever do otherwise than give us their sympathy 
and tbeir aid. 

Death is the worst that can befall us. if so he that 
we are faithful to the right. It is a solemn and fear¬ 
ful thing to die, and mortality shrinks from facing 
that last great mystery. But we must all die, my 
friends, and the dying hour is not far distant from 
youngest of us. To most of us it is very near, 
many only a few brief years remain. And for the 
sake of these few and uncertain years, shall we push j 
oil this present trouble upon our children who have 
to stay hat a little longer ? There is nothing that 
can so sweeten the bitter cup of mortality when we 
shall be called to drink it, nothing that can so cheer 
us in the prospect of parting from all we love, nothing 
that can send such a blessed light on before us into 
dark valley which we must enter, as foe conscious- 
uw8 of fidelity to Man and to God. And now. in 
these times of great trouble which have come upon 
us, we have a peculiar and special opportunity of 
testify ing our fidelity, and of enjoying a full experi¬ 
ence of its power to support us. AVe may gather 
is trouble a sweetness that shall take away 
suffering its bitterness. AVe may kindle that 
light in our bosoms, which shall make death come to 
us as a radiant angel. A'ou. dear friends, who have 
passed foe meridian of life, you, who will soon find 
your path beset by the infirmities of declining years. 

■ , w can we bettor use the few years that, at the long- 
cot, may be left to us, than by meeting promptly, 
unreservedly, the great claim that is made upon us, 
,y committing ourselves, without qualification or 
ibatewent, to the holy interest of human freedom ? 
Believe me. there is no provision for the worldly com¬ 
fort of your children that you can make for them, 
though vou should employ every remaining moment 
in securing it; there is no estate, however ample, that 
vou can bequeath to them, that will so enrich and 
bless them as the memory of your self-sacrificmg 
courage and fidelity. Perhaps the trouble which has 
now begun in our day is to extend on into theirs, and 
foe confusion and the' conflict may be worse then than 
arms I now. Let your children, then, have foe inspiring help 
1 of vour example- Let the dear cause of God and man 
be still more endeared to them by the remembrance 
of your devotion to it. And every true word that 
foev shall speak will sound as the echo of your 
beloved voice, and every service that they render to 
truth and liberty will bring you back to foem almost 
visibly, and though you die, you will still live with 
them always. 


slavery what Canada now is. They will be equally 
near to the dreaded Abolitionists, who recognize no 
geographical boundary or political restrictions to 
their sympathies with the oppressed, and their exer¬ 
tions for the deliverance of the enslaved.

PROTECTION TO NORTHERN FREEMEN. 

From The Cincinnati Garotte. 

While we are settling this question of constitu¬ 
tional rights, and new guarantees are being demanded 
by the dreadfully abused South, we are in favor of 
demanding some guaranty of protection to the lives of 
Northern citizens, the tarring and feathering, riding on 
rails, hanging and drowning of whom seems to have 
become as fashionable and popular an amusement in 
the cotton and sugar States as bull fights in Spain. 
While it is unconstitutional for a Northern mob to 
rescue a fugitive slave, it appears to be entirely con¬ 
stitutional for a Southern mob to hang a poor 
Northern mechanic to the nearest tree, on suspiciou 
of incendiarism, or on a confession extracted by the 
lash out of some negro, or merely because he happens 
to be a Northern man. The appetite for this species 
of entertainment has grown into a passion, and it has 
>w become so well established as to entitle it to be 
insidered an “ institution ” of that section. 

AVe have the best reason for believing that not one- 
half the number of occurrences of this character ever 
find their way into the newspapers, or are ever 
heard of by the North. They have become so fre¬ 
quent as to excite no special remark, and newspapers 
being few and far between in that region, many of 
them either never reach these means of publicity, or 
are purposely suppressed. Not one in twenty of the 
hapless victims are guilty of foe crimes for which 
they are executed. 

The simple hanging of a Northern man lias hereto¬ 
fore been considered a sufficient “ indemnity for the 
past and security for the future,” so far as he was 
concerned. But in foe present state of the Southern 
mind, something more seems to be required.to fully 
satisfy the claims of justice, it having become a much 
more grievous offence, since Lincoln’s election, to be 
a citizen of tbe free States, than ever before. Accord¬ 
ingly, they are now improving on their previous 
attainments in that line, by burning the bodies after 
death, or barrelling them up and rolling them in the 
river, as was done recently at Friar’s Point, Miss., 
Southern soil being too sacred to be polluted by 
bolding the body of an “Abolitionist." AVhat new 
process of refinement will next be invented, we are, 
of course, left to conjecture, hut it is not to he supposed 
that the resources of Southern genius in this direction 
are by wiy means exhausted. 

The loss of a fugitive slave, “ owing service and 
labor," has come to be regarded in this paradise of 
fanatics as far more valuable than the life of a North¬ 
ern citizen, to whom we have heretofore supposed the 
Constitution of his country guaranteed freedom of 
thought and speech wherever its protecting a-gis 
extended. AVe of the North have been educated to 
think differently. We happen to believe that foe life 
of a Northern freeman can only be taken away by 
due process of law ; that it is worth a trial before a 
jury of his eountrvinen ; and that it is not to be 
placed at the mercy of reckless and infuriated mobs, 
nor sacrificed on negro testimony extracted by tor¬ 
ture, which is illegal under the statutes even when 
voluntarily tendered. And we think it is now high 
if a' new settlement is to be made, that this 
great, powerful, and free North, so long patient and 
supine under these barbarous outrages, should have 
something to say about her constitutional rights, and 
demand, in the majesty of her strength, and now that 
longer forbearance has become a crime, ample guar- 
ttutees for tbeir fulfilment.

PAINTING A WHITE GIRL TO MAKE HER 
A SLA VE. 

From Tbe Ketebei (JUm.) Flee Tmoer, Dec. 1*. 

Oxf. day last week a gentleman of this city hailed 
an up country boat, the Cora Anderson, as she was 
passing Greenville, Miss., whether be had gone on 
business, to return home. Shortly after being under 
way our Natchez friend observed a pensive looking 
little girl, aged about 9 or 10 years, whose black hair 
and yellowish brown skin would indicate that she 
was a mulattress. There was something about her 
that interested him, and he inquired of the captain 
concerning her. He was informed that she was a 
slave belonging to a man on hoard, whom the captain 
pointed out, who said he was taking her to New 
Orleans to sell her, he having bought her for $160 in 
North AYestern Missouri, on the borders. Our Nat¬ 
chez friend eyed foe little girl and the border man so 
closely as to' attract the attention of the latter, with 
whom he was soon engaged in conversation concerning 
the child, interrogating him in such manner as to 
elicit answers not always agreeing with previous 
statements, and evidently alarming him. This was 
suspicious. The little girl was taken aside and 
examined. She said she was an orphan, and had 
been taken from anasylumm New York by this man ; 
that her hair was light and her complexion brunette; 
that this man told her he was going to the South with 
her where, as his adopted child, she would have a 
good home ; that black hair was preferred in the 
South, and prettier than hers, and that he had taken 
her to a barber and had her hair dyed black. He 
also told her that if she would allow him to put some 
yellow dye on her skin that her complexion would 
become much whiter in a few days, and that he had 
put the stain on. On hearing these statements the 
girl was taken charge of by foe captain, and potash,

SPEECH OF HON. JOHN HICKMAN. 

[On Friday evening, Dee. SM»,« Republican Festival 
in Sansom Hall, Pbiladelplii*. ,l,e Hon '' ,obl1 Hickman, M.C. 
from the Chester District, matte the following speech.] 

Mb. President asp Gentumm of the People's Party 
op Philadelphia: 1 thank yon for the opportunity you 
have afforded me for giving expression to my devotion 
to the Constuntioo and the Union. I love the Constitn- 
tion bRf ause it s” cures the Union, and I love the Union 
because it gives to us security and prosperity. With¬ 
out them we should tall into anarchy ; and worse, with¬ 
out them, brother would he arrayed against brother, 
and blood w ould run down the streets of your beautiful 

ci( f' is no t necessary for me to declare to you, who are 
auprised of transpiring events, that they are both in 
danger, and that neither of them will he preserved by 
paper resolves. The time has rather arrived for action 
than expression. No man can maintain the integrity of 
this Union by popular assemblies declaring devotion to 
the Constitution. The time has come when every man 
has got to define his position in the great struggle which 
is about to come off between rival sections and rival 
interests. No greater truth was ever proclaimed in the 
hearing of the American people than that there is an 
antagonism between freedom and slavery (applause). 
And let no man console himself with the reflection that 
this antagonism is to he. quieted by the palliatives of 
compromise (a voice: or by public meetings). You 
cannot form truces between them which will last. It 
is as impossible as to dam up mighty rivers, and to say 
that from such a point the dry land shall appear. As 
long as the free sentiment of the North shall invade the 
' territory of the South, so long the South will have com¬ 
plaints ; and you have now to make up your minds 
whom you will serve—whether you will serve .God or 
Belial (applause). 

This is not the first time in our history that these 
difficulties have come upon us, and when the safety of 
the country has been imperilled. In 1820 we compro¬ 
mised, in 1832 we compromised, in 1854 we compro¬ 
mised. for the purpose of making peace between these 
rival and conflicting interests ; and in every instance in 
which compromises have been entered into, these com¬ 
promises have been followed by increased difficulties 
and dangers. And now it is proposed to us, with all the 
experience of the past, that we shall again endeavor to 
make a lasting truce between freedom and slavery. I 
have said, at another time and in another place, that 
air lines may divide rival States, but they can never' 
bound conflicting sentiments. The lights of the press, 
the waves of proficient craft, the mechanical tendencies 
of highly productive art—these will always make an 
impression upon the weak and the impotent. My fel¬ 
low-citizens, 1 put it to you—sober, staid, sensible men 
—to give to me, if you can, the lines of compromise 
which shall give to us rest. Will you restore the Mis¬ 
souri Compromise line (a voice, “ No ”) enacted in 1820 
at the demand of tfit,South, and repealed in 1854 at the 
same demand ? IVur you reenact it again ? (A voice, 
“ Not by any means.") Not by any means. No, I would 
rather suffer my right arm to be severed from the 
shoulder (cheers) than place upon myself any such 
mark of humiliation and disgrace (renewed cheers). 
Are you willing that this game of battledore and shut¬ 
tlecock shall longer be played between the South and 
the North ? If you are, I am not, and the line is drawn 
between ns as distinctly as it is drawn between the 
North and the South (a voice, “ He’s exactly right,” and 
cheers). As for myself, I say it here, and I say it dis¬ 
tinctly, desiring not to he misunderstood by any man— 
and you will find I will carry it out through my life—

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It is proper, my fellow-citizens, that we should look 
at the realities of the times. South Carolina declares 
that she has already seceded from the Union ; that the 
hands have been severed which bound us together. I 
contend that if South Carolina is out of the Union there 
is no State in it (cheers), for there is not vitality or 
power in the bonds which we supposed held us. But I 
give it a? my opinion, as my conviction, that she is not 
yet out oi the Union, and I also give it as my conviction 
that, with the blessing of Almighty God, she never will 
be out of the Union (tremendous applause and wild 
enthusiasm). If you feel as X do, I know she will never 
he out of the Union (cheers); and I repeat to-night 
what I have said on a former occasion, that the eighteen 
millions of tlie North, the toiling millions who monopo¬ 
lize all the art, industry and intelligence, of the country, 
are not to he overcome, paralyzed, and moulded into 
shape by eight millions without these auxiliaries. 

But, my friends, we have fallen upon evil times. I 
would not magnify our danger, nor would I, in any 
way, dimmish the aspect which it presents. We have 
already arrayed against the Union a sovereign State. 
We have the sympathies of five or six other States so 
far extending to South Carolina that, in my judgment, 
they are ready to join her at any advantageous moment; 
and I am by no means certain that all the border States 
will not be found in affiliation. We havepin addition to 
this, a traitor President (loud cheers), a corrupt and 
rotten Cabinet (cheers), and, for aught I know, we may 
have the regular army against the Union, inasmuch as 
the President is the commander-in-cliief of the army ; 
hut I declare to yon my solemn conviction, to-night) 
that with, all these fifteen States, this Federal Adminis¬ 
tration, and the army and navy banded together, the 
mighty millions of the North will defend- and save the 
Constitution and tlie Union (cheers). If I did not believe 
so I should despair of my country, for I look at this 
thing as it exists—I should despair of my country, and 
would cry aloud to*my God, Oh! give me a city of 
refuge. 

What is your determination ? You have declared for 
the Constitution and the Union. How do you hope to 
save them ? There is, in my judgment, but one way 
known under heaven and among men by which they 
can be saved : that is, by such an expression as will go 
out from this hall to-night—that banded treason, no 
matter how strong, shall not destroy them (“ Good,” and 
cheers). Neither merchants nor manufacturers, how¬ 
ever respectable they may be in town meeting assem¬ 
bled, can do anything for the cause which we have at 
heart, and much less can they give us safety by a truck¬ 
ling, mean, dog-like subserviency to the South (cheers). 
The day will come to all such men, and it will come 
quickly, too, when they will call for the moqptaius to 
fall upon and hide them from the gaze of their fellow- 
men (cheers). These are the men who would bind the 
Constitution and tlie Union by tape and bobbin. They 
have offered their price to the South, and we have seen 
how the South has spurned them. The only plan to 
save the Constitution is by a union of hearts and of 
hands (cheers) of resolute, determined men, who will 
meet tlie last issue (cheers). I do not doubt that I 
speak very far in advance of the sentiment of the 
times. 1 have never measured my expressions by pre¬ 
sent prevailing opinion, nor do I intend to do so now. 
I would not degrade myself by appearing before any 
body of men in Christendom to express opinions which 
I know are false (cheers). I tell you that the South 
believes that the North is craven, and those men to whom 
I have alluded, have but afforded them stronger ground 
for the belief (cheers). I want to know of every man 
I meet, either here or elsewhere, if he belongs to that 
body of men, or whether he belongs to another. I want 
to know whether lie is going to purchase peace by 
meanness, by betraying his own people and liis own 
interests, or whether he is going to defend the peace 
(cheers). My fellow-citizens, the Constitution and the 
Union should he upon the lips of every man, and the 
Constitution and the Union should be defended by the 
valor of every man (“Hurrah!” andcheers). Unlessyou 
think as I do—unless you speak as I do—as sure as we 
have met here to-night—the Constitution and the Uhion 
are lost forever (cheers). And I call upon ypu to save 
them. I call upon you to muster all your manhood, and 
to meet the issue, not that you-have framed, but which 
the South has forced upon you- To meet it boldly and 
determinedly, not defiantly, and if you shall do so, you 
will have tbe satisfaction to know that your country is 
again safe (cheers). And soft as the tones of the 
seraph, yet loud as the thunder of heaven, the cry shall 
come from the sentinel on the watch-tower of liberty, 
* God prospers the Republic. All is well! ” 

The applause during Mr. Hickman’s remarks was, at 
times, deafening. When he uttered the sentiment of 

No more compromises,” the shouts were tremendous ; 
glasses rattled ; cheers rang confusedly up ; the whole 
house stood. The sentiment relative to South Caro¬ 
lina’s inability to go out of the Union was received with 
even more applause, it such were possible. The denun¬ 
ciation of toe President and Cabinet were greeted 
with an approving storm. So, the allusions to toe duty 
of toe people, and the strong anti-slavery sentiments of 
the speaker were tremendously cheered.

I must keep my feet from slipping.

We propose to gossip upon no subject of learned 
disquisition ; upon no highly sounding classifications 
of malacology, conchology, and other ologies of the 
naturalist; not of the food which the inhabitants of 
shells furnish to man, nor on the mode in which the 
shell-fishes build the houses which they inhabit; but 
on some of the manifold and remarkable uses to 
which the ingenuity of artisans and others has 
enabled them to apply the shells picked up on sea- 
margins and river-beaches. 

And, first, if beauty is a “ use if it be useful to us 
to have beautiful objects to look at, then do shells 
indeed offer charming gifts from nature to man. The 
rude tribes set the example here, and civilized nations 
follow. 

The chank volute shells of India are sliced up with 
circular saws and other cutting instruments, and 
made into bangles, armlets, bracelets, anklets, finger- 
rings, toe-rings, and other personal ornaments much 
coveted by the natives. Some of these slices are 
richly carved, gilt, and otherwise decorated. There 
is a very large consumption of these shells in India ; 
because it is customary among the Hindoos to throw 
into the Ganges, or some other holy river, the shell 
ornaments which have belonged to a person deceased 
—as an offering, possibly, to some of their deities, of 
to avoid the chance of the ornaments being worn by 
persons of lower caste. There is a profitable fishery 
for chank shells all round the coast; and experienced 
divers bring them up from two or three fathoms 
depth of water. Ceylon alone yields three or four 
millions of them in a year, valued at £10,000, which 
mostly find a market at Calcutta. A very fine 
specimen will fetch its weight in gold. The volute 
shells, of which the chank is one variety, afford a 
curious illustration of the value which men place upon 
uniques —that is, articles prized, not because they are 
beautiful or valuable, but because there are few of 
them ; the curls or twists of the volute generally turn 
to the left, but when they turn to the right, a higher 
.price is demanded, and given, because of the rarity. 
Connoisseurs in old pictures, old books, old china, old 
articles of vertu, will readily believe this, for they 
understand this kind of craving. Concerning head¬ 
dresses, neck ornaments, etc., made of shells, every 
one knows how largely these are to be met with in 
the islands and semi-barbarous countries of southern 
regions. But it was not until the Great Exhibition 
of 1851 that we had the means of knowing how 
exquisitely this kind of work is done at the Bahamas; 
ornaments were there exhibited, in which it was diffi¬ 
cult to know whether most to admire the graceful 
forms, the brilliant colors, or th» tasteful grouping of 
the shells. 

Of pearls, what need we say ? AM the world 
knows them, and all who know them, admire them. 
The best pearl-oysters are found off the coast of 
Ceylon ; the next, in the Persian Gulf; and inferior 
kinds in the Pacific, and the West Indies. There are 
a few occasionaUy met with in Scotland and Ireland. 
The Tay and the Tthan are the Scottish rivers most 
highly reputed for the pearl fishery ; and it is con¬ 
stantly aiiirmei? by tradition, that the large pearl in 
front of the Scottish crown was obtained in the latter 
river. Attempts are being made to cultivate pearls 
in Bavaria, by treating the oysters to a particular 
food, and subjecting them to careful treatment; but 
we are not aware that any success has yet attended 
this curious project. The produce of the pearl fishery 
in Ceylon sometimes amounts to £40,000 per annum. 
It has milch of the uncertainty of a lottery in it; only 
a few shells contain any pearls ; the number in each 
may be only one, or may amount to a hundred; and the 
quality varies greatly. The bad pearls are dissolved 
or ground up, And used as medieines by some of the 
natives ; the good specimens are sent to market; the 
Persian Gulf pearl fishery employs 30,000 men and 
3,000 boats, and constitutes the chief source of revenue 
of the imaum of Muscat. Some of the small inferior 
pearls are scarcely worth preserving; while such a 
one as that which belongs to the wealthy Mr. Hope, 
and which is nearly as large as an egg, is worth— 
anything that a millionaire is willing to give for it; 
for such rarities have no fixed market value. 

Besides shells and pearls au naturel, there is a 
? kind of fine art depending on a particular use of 
shells. We speak of shell cameos. This branch of 
art has lately sprung up into much importance. 
The shells fitted for it are hard and dense in 
texture, and consist of two or three layers of differ¬ 
ent tints. By cutting away several portions of the 
upper layer, and carving or engraving the rest, a 
cameo may be produced in relievo on a ground of a 
different color. The varieties are numerous. The 
purple volute shell may be worked down from a brown 
surface to a dark yellow substratum, or from a dark 
yellow surface to a white; cowry shells will often 
work down from a white to a violet; some shells will 
work down from a beautiful mother-of-pearl surface 
to a colored opaque substratum. The shell mosaic 
workers of Erauce, who chiefly earry on this branch 
of art, employ helmet shells, bull's mouth shells, siromb 
shells, conch sheUs, and many other kinds. Some of 
the most favorite combinations are, white upon dark 
grounds, pale salmon on orange, and yellow on pink. 
Such cameos are uow made in France to the value of 
£40,000 or £50,000 annually. 

While speaking of shells in connection with fine 
art, it may be well to observe that the exquisite forms 
of some of those natural products have not escaped 
attention, regarded as models or patterns for man to 
imitate. Professor Siumionds, to whose published 
lecture on sheUs we are indebted for much curious 
information, says: “ From the extreme diversity and 
elegance of their forms, shells are deserving the 
attentive study of the decorator and designer. Beau¬ 
tiful designs have, it is true, been copied from the 
univalve testace®; and as ornaments for stucco-work, 
cornices, centre-pieces for ceilings, elegant curvatures, 
etc., for chimney-pieces, they have been much admired. 
But there is a "wide field laid open to the intelligent 
and thoughtful architect, builder, and designer m 
the varied and elegant forms of the-mollusca, whether 
of land or sea, fluvial, oceanic, or fossd. In this 
scarcely touched field, the ingenious draughtsman, 
the clever artist, and the educated workman, may 
cull numberless elegant forms and groups for orna¬ 
mentation, whether it be in stone or compo, wood 
or metal, for exterior or interior building adorn- 
jpeut. Let the workman seek among the finny tribes 
And shelly wonders of the great deep for subjects to 
aid liis decorative designs.” After mentioning certain 
publications on shells and shell-fish, Professor Sim- 
monds proceeds: “.Glancing over the plates and 
figures, he will not fail to observe various symmetrieal 
systems of form and combination, and to glean new 
ideas of beauty and general arrangement from the 
fanciful but chastely elegant whorls, spires, curves, 
and convolutions of shells. lhe hand that made 
them is divine;’ and there is beauty, order, and sym¬ 
metry in all their parts, 'lhe cones, the volutes, the 
troebis, the scallops, the ammonites, the pyramids, the 
clams, the nautilus, and a hundred others, will afford 
him hints and suggestions for arrangement and 
grouping of forms of bordering, cantering, cornicing, 
arching, and ornamentation generally, which h e 
would seek in vain elsewhere.

THE NEWSBOYS OF NEW YORK. 

We have frequently spoken with warm commenda¬ 
tion of the Children’s Aid Society, which has been 
organized for the relief and redemption of this class 
of our city poor. One of its features is the News¬ 
boys’ Lodging House, in Fulton street, where cheap 
lodgings are provided, and evening meetings are held 
for the improvement of the hoys. A sketch of an 
evening lately spent there may be of interest, and 
serve to illustrate the general influence of the Asso¬ 
ciation in this department of its labors. 

The room contained some sixty boys, seated on 
benches and stools. Around it were lockers, in which 
each boy could place his surplus clothing, if he had 
any. On the walls were hung encouraging mottoes, 
such as, “ Cheer, boys, cheer ”; “ All work and no 
play makes Jack a dull boy ”; “ Be content with such 
things as ye have ”; and various Scriptural placarded 
sentences, encouraging to the virtuous and disheart¬ 
ening to the wicked; also engravings, and several 
colored pictures. 

On an elevated platform were a matron, a melo-. 
deon, and a bank. The first named has charge of the 
devotional exercises of the boys, mends their clothes, 
and plays upon toe second; while the third, as its 
name implies, is used as a receptacle for toe surplus 
atMih which the b’oys may be willing to save. It con¬ 
sists of an ordinary deal table, toe top of which has 
a great number of slitted holes, through which, into 
boxes within, toe depositors can drop the change.! 
This plan is found to work admirably. No boy can 
take the money so deposited unless a majority of tbe 
lodgers vote in favor of “ specie payment.” One 
young lad has saved $150, another $100, and others 
in smaller sums, such as $50, $25, $10, and so on— 
sums which, though insignificant, possibly, to Mr. 
Astor, are of incalculable assistance to a hoy who 
has no boots, coat, or cap. 

A peep into the sleeping rooms satisfied us that toe 
place was well denominated “ lodging rooms.” There 
is an upper and a lower room. The former is con¬ 
sidered, in comparison with the latter, as a cheap 
restaurant is with toe Metropolitan Hotel. In it 
seventy boys can be comfortably lodged; toe beds 
are like berths, one above another, and provided in 
each case with comfortable and sufficient bedding. 
In it are lodged irregular boys, and those who, com¬ 
ing for the first time, may not be perfectly free from 
aU the ills that dirty flesh is heir to; whUe toe lower 
apartment is reserved for the cleanly, regular, and 
never-away boarders, who prefer the iron bedstead, 
the more lofty ceiling, and perfect security from ver- 

Adjoining these rooms are adequate bathing accom¬ 
modations, in which, with hitherto unaccustomed joy, 
the boys delight to swash. 

As we reentered the room where the boys were 
seated, Mr. Brace announced that he and one or two 
others would make a few remarks, they could all 
have a sing, and then gratify their palates by some 
goodies which a kind friend had thoughtfidly pre¬ 
pared for them. In his usual happy manner Mr. 
Brace spoke to them, familiarly teaching aud pleas¬ 
antly advising them, so that one and all were evi¬ 
dently pleased to hear him, and in no way considered 
him a bore. In fact, it requires a peculiar person to 
manage and talk to these boys. Bullet-headed, sliort- 
liaired, bright-eyed, shirt-sleeved, go-a-head boys. 
Boys who seU papers, black boots, run on errands, 
hold horses, pitch pennies, sleep in barrels, and steal 
their bread. Boys who know at the age of twelve 
more than the children of ordinary men would have 
learned at twenty, who can cheat you out of your 
eye teeth, and are as smart as a steel trap. They 
will stand no fooling; they are accustomed to gam¬ 
mon, they live by it; and yet we could not fail to 
notice that the steady, earnest faithful, year by year 
work of Mr. Brace in their behalf had so rooted him 
in their esteem, that let him say or do what he chose, 
be could not wrest from them the conviction that he 
loves them, and would cheerfuUy do anything in toe 
'world to aid them and ameliorate their condition. 
We pity toe man, or body of men, whoshould in any, 
way do bodily Ml to Mr. Brace; he would find soon 
upon his heels a set of young avengers, from whose 
clutches he could not escape, and who would visit 
upon him chastisements most summary and severe. 
No audience that ever we saw could compare in atti¬ 
tudinizing with that one. Heads generally up; eyes 
full on the speaker; mouths, almost without an excep¬ 
tion, closed tightly; hands in pockets; legs on the 
desks, or over a neighboring pair; no sleepers, aU 
wide awake, keenly alive for a pun, a point, or a 
slangism.
